e First of California’s Gold Bearing 
Quartz Veins. 


The development of gold from the quartz 
veins of California, is destined, we believe, to 
astonish the commercial world, beyond all yet 
known in connexion with the placer mining of 
the country. It is a source of our wealth 
surely inexhaustible, while in extent and rich- 
ness, not a thousandth _ of the trath is gen- 
erally apprebended. The number of veins dis- 
covered, 1s daily increasing in all parts of the 
mounta ns; while, through the improvement of 
the means of working them, and of separating 
the precious mineral from the gross materials, 
the yield, per ton of rock, is constantly on the 
increase. The deeper, also, the working de- 
scends, the richer generally are the veins ; be- 
sides being commonly increased in thickness. 
To ap ce, no order or system prevails in 
the distribution of the gold-bearing veins scat- 
tered here and there through all parts of the 
mining regions; but, evidently a thorough 
geological survey of the State, might reduce 
them to a fair system of trunks and branches. 
Yet, a little observation of their localities will 


Nevadas, lying about an average distance of 
siyty miles west of their summits; and although 
broken at intervals, and irregular, yet extend- 
ing along a good portion of the length of the 
State. Vast quartz mining operations are al- 
ready going on at different points, and we do 
not doubt that this vein will in time yield more 
gold than the present circulating currency of 
the world. It deserves a distinctive name as 
much so as the great rivers, seas, and mount- 
ains of the earth, but at present, we can refer 
to it only as the Great Gold Bearing Quartz 
Vein of California. 
in tnickness, it varies from two to twelve or 
sixteen feet, yet in a few places it deepens to 
many rods. On each side are commonly num- 
berless accompanying smaller veins, diminishing 
in thickness to a mere line. The great vein is 
ly destitute of more than a trace of 
gold, while side veins, only a few rods from it, 
may be immensely rich; supported by the 
great vein as the frui ing branches of a 
tree are supported by the trunk. The great 
vein is generally com of solid, white, 
crystalized quartz ; while the side veins are of 
every variety of feature, varying to a light 
rous ore of iron, or soft, red, clay-like material. 
This, on being carefully washed, will often 
yield a large amount of the brightest, finest, 
and most beautiful dust of gold, while in other 
instances, the gold appears left by the 7 
ting vein as a pure, porous, mass of span- 
balls, and shapeless forms, just adhering 
to each other where they touch. Yet this

from Ooulterville, Mariposa county, thence 
north through Tuolumne, Calaveras, Amador, 
El Dorado, Placer, Nevada, and Butte coun- 
ties, yet to the south, at least, we know it ex 
tends indefinitely. The vein is not always evi- 
dent above ground. In some places it disa 
pears for miles under the surface, and again 
uppears; in otber places it is lost for only a 
few rods. It especially appears at ravines, 
or other depressions in the surface. It de- 
scends under the ravines, but appears capping 
hills and mountains towering in sharp points, 
at some places five huodred and a thousand 
feet bigh. Thus, just north of Coulterville, 
this vein can be seen from higher elevations, 
whitening the scene with peaked elevations for 
ten miles to the north. It then disappears un- 
der the Tuolumne River Canon. 1 three 
miles it again appears at Algerine; again dis- 
appearing under Sullivan Creek, it re-appears 
at Soverty Hill, ere, through and capping 
a mountain four hundred feet in height, then 
continues near seven miles by Jamestown. It 
next descends under the canon of Stanislaus, 
and suddenly rises on the north, cappiog Car- 
son Hill twelve hundred feet high; then con- 
tinues by Albany Flat and Ahgel’s Camp. 
From here it seems to disappear for a number 
of miles, occasionally exhibiting traces of it- 
self by Mokelumne Hill, to the north side of 
the canon of the Mokelumne River, where it 
again appears in distinct form at Butte City, 
Jackson, Sutter Creek, Amador, and Drytown. 
Beyond this, it cannot as yet be so easily and 
distinctly traced; but we are confident that ulti- 
mately tbe rich veins in the region of Placer- 
ville, El Dorado county, a few near Auburn, 
Placer county, those of Grass. Valley, Nevada 
county, aod Frenchtown, Butte county, will be 
found to belong all to this same great vein, ap- 
pearing and disappearing at d.fferent places, 
but really continuous u ground. 

The richest point of this vein, so far as yet 
explored, we belicve to be decidedly Angel’s 
Camp, Calaveras county, including two miles 
north and seven miles south. The side veins 
here are very numerous—one of which is nine 
feet thick, and the whole of it gold bearing 
and rich. Others are hut an inch in thickness, 
and yet profitable to work. Even the regular 
slate rock in this region bas prospected well, 
or as high as fifty dollars to the ton, so that the 
amount of rock which may be yet crushed is 
incalculable. The belt along this great vein, 
in this locality, in which rich side quartz veins 
are discovered and worked, is over a mile and 
a half in width, and is yet but slightly pros- 
pected. For the oldest claim here, which is 
well and owned by two men, we were 
credibly informed an offer of two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars had been made within 
the last six weeks, but this offer the proprie. 
tors refused, demaoding three hundred thou- 
sand. This was then offered in installments, 
all to be paid in one year from the first of 
August, this also was refused. Another 
claim, owned by four men, and only partly 
opened, was sold the week we were there for 
thousand dollars. 

e visited different claims, as indeed we 
have visited them three times before during 
the last two years, and are sure the yield of 
gold is to be immense. The first proprietors 
were poor, and large capitalists have only late- 
2 gone in to put up the requisite machinery. 

at now seven quartz mills are in successfal 
operation and others are going up. A good 
town is here gradually building up, and every- 
thing bears. an appearance of ity. 
There are in the immediate vicinity some 
eighty families, many in beautiful ae 
A good school is taught most of the time. T 
Romanists have a pleasant church completed, 
but the Protestants have as yet no church and 
only occasional preaching. The town seems 
an orderly, quiet one, with little drinking or 
quarreling ;a good place to live in. The claims 
at Albany Flat, one and a half miles south, 
bave none of them been fully opened, yet are 
known to be very rich—possibly equal to An- 

ls’. Iwo miles farther south is Carson’s 

ill, where one quartz mill is netting largely. 
It is mig that not long hence there will 
here be a continuous row of quartz mills, ex- 
tending several miles, the vein being worked a 
quarter of a mile in width, and supportiog in 
affluence and ease a population of many thous- 
ands. Would that this and all the wealth of 
our State, as it may be developed, might be 
devoted to the advancement of man’s highest, 
truest welfare; his progress in intelligence, in 
virtue and religion. '

A VISIT UPON HAWAII. 


BY REV. J. D. STRONG. 


Picturesque Outline--Ascent to Waimea-- 
A Fertile Plateau--A True Bishopric. 


The formation of Hawaii seems to be unlike 
that of nearly all the other islands of the 
group. Oahu, Molokai, and West Maui, are 
composed principally of lofty peaks and ridges 
of mountains, rising abruptly, and often near y 
perpendicular, several thousand feet high, and 
appearing as if shot up by some mighty pres- 
sure from below. But Hawaii is an immense 
dome, rising gradually from the sea, and ter- 
winating at an elevation of nearly fourteen 

ousand feet in three large, regular, swelling, 
mountuin-like craters, called Manna Keo, Mau- 
na Loa. and Mauna Hualalai. These are situ- 
ated in the form of an equilateral triangle, and 
the space between them is a broad, level field 
of lava, nearly destitute of vegetation, except 
a few patches of strawberries and a few clumps 
of stinted shrube. The elevation of this re- 
gion is too great to allow of a vigorous growth 
of anything. On the sides of these mountains, 
facing the sea, especially on the west part of 
the island, are broad tracts of excellent land, 
many miles wide, sloping off to the water's 
edge. As you leave the shore for the firat two 
miles, the soil is usually composed of ragged, 
barren lava rock, supporting very little rege 
tation. Then you come into the region of . 
bread-fruits, ohias, &c., where there is a deep, 
rich soil, capable of growing almost anything. 
A few miles further on, you strike into the for 
ests, which, at a certain elevation, belt the 
i grand and 


As 7 ascend the sides 
craters, you find 

on all vegetation ceases, and you come into 
cal featares of Hawaii. They 

are varied somewhat in particular localities, 
t in general they are remarkably uniform. 
The whole Island appears as if it boiled 
over out of the three mountain craters, and is 
actually composed of innumerable and immense 
streams of lava, reaching from the summits of 
the mountains to the sea. Some of these 
streams are comparatively recent, while others 
must have been crumbling into soil for ages. 
The comparative age of these, streams is dis 
tinctly marked by the different sizes and ages 
of the forest treesy with which they are over- 


wn. 

We leave Kawaihae for the mission station 
of Waimea. ‘The road isa good cart track, 
leading directly inland, and rising over one 
continued succession of hills, or rather over 
one immense hill for twelve miles. For the 
first two or three miles, there is nothing to be 
seen except irregular and broken hillocks of 
boulders, cobble-stones, and sand, with the un- 

derlaying lava rock, here and there cropping 

out, and for six miles very little vegetation, 

and that little withered . stinted. As we 

toiled up this hot and rugged way, we thought 

of the natives, who, several years ago, 

on their shoulders, over this same way, from 

the sea to Waimea, the sand and coral with 

which their immense stone church was built. 

Here and there along the way, little pieces of 
ceral that had been dropped, could be seen, as 

affecting tokens of the love and zeal with which 

the native churches regard the institutions of 
the gospel. Here were touching proofs that this 

people are willing to endure toil and sacrifice, 

and that, too, of the most painful kind, in the 

service of the sanctuary—a toil and sacrifice 

such as few other Christian people have been 

willing to endure. Were the churches of 
Christendom in general willing to submit to 

one tithe of the labor and expense, in propor- 
tion to their means, which these native church- 

es submit to, no community, however small, 

would lack a splendid church edifice. 

Midway up the hill, we encountered one of 
those severe storms which are so common 
on this part of Hawaii. A piercing cold 
wind, accompanied with a colder rain, came 
whistling down from the bigh lands before us 
with a force, as if it had issued from a blow- 

ipe, drenching us to the skin, and sometimes, 
or several minutes, completely intercepting 
our progress. Little stones and sand were 
driven through the air by it with an almost 
incredible fury, nearly blinding our eyes, and 
making our hands and faces sting where these 
little projectiles had taken effect. The high 
winds in this locality are caused by the pecu- 
liar formation of the country, which here serves 
as an immense funnel, through which the col- 
lected, concentrated trades sweep with resist- 
less fury. The clouds, as they reach the high 
region above, are condensed into rain at an al- 
most freezing temperature, which is then driv- 
en down on the unlucky traveler with relent- 
less violence. 

On reaching the summit at the distance of 
twelve miles from the sea, a broad, level, luxu- 
riant table land opened out upon our view, 
which we judged to be at least ten miles wide, 
and reaching nearly across this end of the 
Ialand. On the south, this table land rises up 
into Mauna Keo and Mauna Hualalai, while 
behind the depresion between these two moun- 
tains, Mauna Pe raises its round, lofty dome, 
from the northern slope of which the smoke of 
the new eruption is seen winding itself up in 
immense folds. On the north, this lofty table 
land rises slightly into a low range of hills, 
which, like nearly all the elevated points on 
this Island, are extinct craters, and then slopes 
off again down to the sea. I notice, that all 
the maps of Hawaii which I have seen, are 
marked with a range of mountains on the north 
of Waimea, which is certainly incorrect. The 
highest elevation in this direction is gradaal, 
and cannot reach more than two or three hun-

ion of perpetual frost. Such are the 


dred feet, indeed, the whole of the Island north 
of Mauna Kea, is properly table land, with a 
few slight elevations and depressions, and the 
edges of the whole, on three sides slope off to 
the sea. This region is elevated several thou- 
sand feet above the sea, which renders the 
temperature of the air peculiarly cold and bra- 
cing. The soil appears to be deep and rich, 
and produces an unusually heavy growth of 
graes. It is one of the finest grazing regions 
in the world, and is capable of sustaining thou- 
sands—TI bad almost said millions, of cattle. 
Nothing is here needed, but a few enterprising 
New England farme-s, to make Waimea butter 
and cheese rival that of Orange county. In 
this elevated region, apples. peaches, plums, 
and most northern fruits flourish in great per- 
fection. Roses grow in unsurpassed luxuri- 
ance, and are easily trained into long and im- 
penetrable hedge-rows. With proper cultiva- 
tion. I see no reason why these broad fields 
should not teem with corn, potatoes, beans, and 
other useful produce, and I doubt not, that 
when this country shall be peopled by a hardy. 
industrious, and enterprising race, all this broad 

tract of beautiful land will be converted into a 

vast luxuriant garden. It needs nothing but 

the producer and a market, to make it second 

to no country in the world. 

The Mission Station is on the north side of 
the plain, just below the slight range of hills 
before referred to, and right under the brow of 
an old extinct crater, overlooking the broad 
fields, and commanding an extensive and mag- 
nificent prospect. In one direction, the eye 
sweeps the whole distance down to the sea. 
Never was there a more charming lands 
Never was the beautiful mingled with the sub- 
lime in a more varied and graceful harmony. 
Immense mountains whose summits are white 
with perpetual snow, rise up before you like 
stern and icy sentinels, to guard the enchanted 
region which seems to nestle timidly under 
their shadow for protection. The region im- 


noble forests, from the edges of which, a level 
lawn of the richest green, for miles in extent, 
stretches up to where ysu stand, and then 
slopes off to the right and left in a graceful 
beauty that can be understood only + 
seen. The soul that can look on this scene 
without receiving impressions, and experienc- 
ing emotions, that for years come thronging 
back on the memory like a pleasant dream, to 
refresh the spirit, must be cold indeed. 

several buildings irregularly joi together, 
and the whole — with the exception 


of one side of one wing; with a high stone wall. 
This ment was probably devised, as 


formerly in most of the other Stations, to pre- 
vent the mission chiidren from mingling too 
freely with the rude and valgar natives. These 
buildings are all covered with thatch, except 
two sides of the main house which are of 
boards. The inside of the main house is neatly 
t plainly done off, and although economically 
urnished, is a very cozy, comfortable establish- 
ment. The sitting-room floor is covered with 
an ordinary ingrain t, while the floors of 
the other rooms and of the chambers are mostly 
bare, or are covered with native mats. I trust 
the family will pardon this intrusion into their 
domestic privacies. So many rumors relating to 
missi extravagance have been put in eir- 
culation, that I cannot resist the temptation 
which this case affords me, to show, that while 
a few mission families, T may indulge in 
too expensive a style of life, there are o 
and these include the t * of the 
mission throughout the Elands who cannot be 
acc of extravagance in using the sacred 
funds, which the Church has devoted to the 
conversion of the world. The mission field in 
Waimea is a self-denying one, and its duties 
are discharged in an unusually frugal and self- 
denying spirit. | 

Tbe Church has just blown down, and, on 
the Sabbath I spent there, a few of the people 
met for worship in the school room. Other 
meetings were held in private houses in vari- 
ous sections of the central divisions of the 
parish, so that I had opportunity to see only 
a handfal of the people. They were usually 
neatly, though plainly dressed, and appeared re- 
markably orderly and attentive. At 9 o’clock 
Mr. Lyons conducted a Sabbath School; at 
1014 o'clock followed the regular preaching 
service; at 2o’clock a Bible Olass was con- 
ducted with the older natives; and at 5 o'clock 
the labors of the day wound up with an Eu- 
glish service for the family. This is the usual 
round of Sabbath labor at all thestations, only 
at some of them two preaching services are 
conducted instead of one. In addition to these, 
several meetings are held during the week, and 
an almost endless num Her of calls are made on 
the Pastor, either for instruction or advice, so 
that a Missionary’s life at these Islands is one 
that abounds in labors, and is in more senses 
than one * 

Mr. Lyons’ field extends thirty or forty miles 
vp and down on this side of the Island. Dis- 
trict Churches are formed in various sections 
ot this region, each constituting a separate and 
independent organization, with its own church- 
session and sub-pastor.

each, A Supper, receiv- 
ing, dismissipg and disciplining members, and 
directing for their general we In his ab- 
sence the sub-pastor conducts the services on 
the Sabbath, and bas the general watch and 
eare of the field, which he reports to the 
tor. Formerly these distant bodies constituted 
but one Church, and met for communion at 
the central station, but experience has shown 
that the present arrangement is much prefer- 
able to the old. ts, somewbat 
similar to this, are now at nearly all the 
stations ; so that our Missionaries at these Is- 


lands are in fact lar Bishops after the 
primitive stamp—lacking nothing but large

mediately below these mountains is belted with |. 
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salaries, the title of Lordship, and an Ordained 
Clergy, to render them not a whit behind the 
very chiefest of the order at the present day. 
I would here observe that this organization 
grows out of the peculiar state and wants of 
the native churches. Native pastors are not 
usually capable of conducting their churches 
alone, and there are not foreign pastors enough 
to supply each church with one. Native 
tors, who have received a regular education, 
ought to be mentioned as an exception. These 
are now being multiplied, and ina few 

it is to be hoped, that all these churebes will be 
supplied with an able, educated native ministry. 
A vative pastor can get at the sympathies of 
the people, as no foreigner ever can. Their 
style of oratory is more adapted to native 
tastes, and in more accordance with the = 
liarities of native mind, and, if they Would say 
the same thing, I am satisfied, they would be 
more acceptable to the natives generally. than 
foreigners. Nothing but education is oy | 
to render them efficient laborers in this part 
the Lord’s vineyard.

A Magistrate Outwitted. 

The following anecdote is related of the 
eminent Richard Baxter, which sets off his 
natural shrewdness aud knowledge of ha- 
man nature to great advantage : 


Several of the ministers ejected by the 
Act of Uniformity, in 1692, united with 
Mr. Baxter in establishing a lecture in a 
private house. The time of worship be- 
ie at a vory early hour, Mr. Baxter one 
~ ‘evening left home with a view of being 
there n the morning. The night, 
however, being dark, he lost his way, and 
after wandering for a long time he came 
‘to a gentleman’s house, where he asked 
directions, The servant informed his mas- 
ter of this fact, who, thinking it unsafe 
that so respectable a looking man should 
be 4 on the common at 80 late 
an hour, invited him tostay. Mr. Baxter 
readily accepted the invitation, and was 
treated with great hospitality. His con- 
versation gave bis host a high opiuion of 
his good sense and extensive information. 
Tue gentlemen; wishing to hnow the qua li- 

ty of his guest, after supper said: 

„As most persons have some employ- 
ment or profession in life, I have no doubt, 
sit, that you have yours.” 

Mr. Baxter replied with a smile,“ Yes, 
sir, I am a man-catther.” 

“A man-catcher, are you?” said the 
géntleman ; I am very glad to hear you 

say 80, for you are the very person I want. 
Iam the justice of the peace in this dis- 

et, and I am commissioned to secure 
‘the person of Dick Baxter, who is expect- 
ed to preach at a conventicle in this neigh- 
orhood early to-morrow morning; you 
‘shall. go with me, and I doubt not we 
shall easily apprehend the rogue.” 
Mr. Baxter very prudently consented 
to him. Accordingly, the 

tleman, the following morning, took 
Vr. Baxter to the place where the meet- 
ing was. to be held. When they arrived 
there a considerable number of people 
were hovering abont, but on seeing the 
justice tney suspected his intentions, and 
were afraid to enter the house. The jus- 
tice now intimated to Mr. Baxter his fears 
that Baxter hed been apprised of his in- 
tentions, and would disappoint them, and 
proposed toextend their ride, that the 
people might be encouraged to assemble 
and give them an rtunity of fulfillin 
their commission. They did so; but on their 
return they still found the people afraid 
to assemble. The magistrate now, suppos- 
he would be disappointed of his object, 
dto Mr. Baxter, that as these people 
were much disaffected to the government, 
he would feel obliged to him if he would 
address them on the subject of loyalty 
and good behavior. Mr. Baxter replied 
that, as they met for worship, it was pro- 
bable that such an address would not sat- 
isfy the people; but that if the justice 
would engage in prayer, he would endea- 
vor to say D to them. The gen- 
tleman replied that he had not his prayer 
book with him, or ae wwe readil ope 
with his proposal ; but expressed his per- 
suasion that Mr. Baxter was able to pray 
with them, as well as to talk with them, 
and requested him to begin with prayer. 

They entered the house, followed by the 
people ; Mr. Baxter prayed with great 
devotion and fervor; the magistrate stand- 
ing by was soon melted into tears. The 

divine then preached in his usual 

thfal and zealous manner; and when be 

had concluded, he turned to the justice 

and said: ‘Sir, I am the very Dick Bax- 

ter of whom you are in pursuit. I am en- 
tirely at disposal. i

advocate of the preseeuted, and it is be- 
lieved also a sincere Christian.

Interesting Anecdote, 


The Rev. Dr. Hawkes, of New York, 
recentl? delivered a lecture before the 
Historical Society of that city, when he 
related the following story, among others, 
illustrative of female heroism : 

„Among those,” he observed. who 
formed a part of the settlement during the 
revolutionary struggle, wes a poor widow, 
who having buried her husband, was left 
in poverty, with the task upon ber hands 
of raising three sons, Of these, the two 
eldest, ere long, fell in the cause of their 
country, and she struggled on with the 
youngest, as best she could. After the 
fall of Charleston, and the disastrous de- 
feat of Colonel Buford, of Virginia, by 
Tarleton, permission was given to Some 
four or five American females to Carry 
necessaries and administer some relief to 
the prisoners confined on board the prison 
ship and in the jails of Charleston. This 
widow was one of the volenteers Upon 
this errand of mercy. She was admitted 
within the city, and braved the horrors of 
pestilence, employed herself to the extent 
of her humble means in alleviating the 
deplorable sufferings of ber countrymen. 
She knew what she had to encounter ; 
but notwithstanding, went bravely on 
Her message of humanity having been 
fulfilled, she left Charleston on her return; 
but alas! her exposure to the pestileutial 
atmosphere she had been obliged to breath, 
had planted in her system the seeds of fa- 
tal disease: and ere she had reached her 
home, she sank under an attack of prison 
fever, a brave martyr to the cause of hu- 
manity and patriotism.

Iron Ore in Placer County. 


The oft-repeated remark, that every day’s 
experience but adds tothe further develop- 
ment of the immense resources of California, 
and brings to light new sources of wealth, 
which invite the attention of capital and 
labor, is A accumulating evidence. 

California received its importance from the 
rich gold fields within its borders; and the 
eagar search for the precious metal has en- 
gaged the attention of the miner and prospec- 
ter to the exclusion of other minerals that 
might have remunerated labor. Bat latterly 
capitaland labor has become convinced that 
gold was not the only product of our soil worthy 
of development, but that it contains other 
substances of value, that promise ample recom- 
pense tv judicious investments. 

Exten-ive quarries of lime stone are found 
in various portions of the State, and sufficient 
lime is now manufactured to meet the demands 
of trade. Coal veins have been discovered at 
different points, and companies are enga 
in working and prospecting them. ne 
springs ef value have caused a large and profit- 
able outlay in the manufacture of salt. Silver 
and copper isfound, and may yet be worked 
to profit. Our quicksilver mives are the rich- 
est in the world. Marble veins, embracing 
every known variety, traverse all portions of 
the mioeral district. Plumbago exists in 
large quantities. Around the shores of Clear 

e, and in upper portion of the Sacra- 
mento Valley, Borax to an inexhaustible 
amount can be obtained. Our capacity for 
carrying on an immense lumber trade is suf- 
ficiently attested by the vastness of our pri- 
meval forests;and our fisheries are another 
resource Of incalculable value. To this list 
we can add, as being found in the county of 
Placer, an extevsive lead of iron ore. Thut 
discovories of this mineral will be made in 
other portions of the State, we have no doubt, 
which will go still farther to make up the sum 
of wealth of this favored region. 

The leud of iron ore alladed to is located on 
the lands of 8. W. Lovell, Esq., about five 
miles from Auburn. It crops out of the 
ground on a hillside in the shape of large 
boulders. The ore, in smaller particles, is 
found over the adjacent ground to the extent 
of forty acres. A test of the ore has been 
made which shows extraordinary richness 
yielding about eiznty-three per cent. This 
was taken fiom the out-croppings without 
selection. The appearance of that which 
shows upon the surface of the ground indicates 
an equal degree of richness. It is not believed, 
however, that that would be the ave 
yield of the whole deposit; but it is thought 
it will compare favorably with the best ores 
in 

e visited, in company with Mr. Lovell, 
the other day, this and was surprised to 
find the evidence to such an extent, of a min- 
eral that we had —— was ouly to be ob- 
tained in very small quantities in California. 

Several tons have been shipped this week 
to the iron works of Geo. Gordon, of San 
Francisco, where a thorough test of its value 
will be made. 

We understand the tests of the ore already 

e are sufficiently encouraging to warrant 
the belief that it will pay to work, and that 2 
furnace will be erected upon the ground rext 
winter. From the convenient location of the 
ore it can be put down at the furnace gt small 
cost, and wood for the manufacture of char- 
coal is found in abundance in the immedia 
vicinity. 

Should this enterprise meet with the success 
anticipated, California pig metal can be offered 
at a price in San Francisco that will rule that 
of eastern manufacture out of the market. The 

rospect for the manufacture of iron in Cali- 
ornia, an article that enters so generally into
